‘MATTER OF

GEM reader and 
Broadlands 
resident, Neil 
Byrne, has made 
this shocking 
prediction. 

Mr Byrne contacted 
The GEM with a litany of 
near-misses and crashes 
he has witnessed over 
recent years - with a 
number in the last few 
weeks - at the 
Broadlands roundabout 
on the A48. 

“Just a few weeks ago, 
a farm trailer overturned 
on to road furniture and 
the pavement, and a few 
months ago, a car went 
straight over the 
pavement and into the 
trees,” said Mr Byrne, 
who, like many others 
walks his dog in that area 
and uses the route to 
commute.

“These accidents have 
all involved vehicles that 
have ended up on, or 
have driven straight over, 
the adjacent pedestrian 
and cycle pavements.” 

Mr Byrne said that 
two years ago, a car 
struck the roundabout 
and ended up on the 
pavement upside down 
with the occupants 
requiring ho spitalis ation. 

“Again, the other night 
a car ended up missing 
the roundabout and 
crossing the pavement 
and went 50ft in to the 
trees,” said Mr Byrne. 

He felt, however, that 
not all accidents are 
reported and said “...the 
statistics may not reflect 
the real situation.” 

Work on this stretch of 


the A48 was carried out 
during 2016. 

Mr Byrne said: “I am 
disappointed after the 
works were carried that 
no road-calming 

measures were 

introduced on the 
approaches to this 
roundabout - namely a 
reduction in the speed 
limit and rumble strips, 
to further encourage 
drivers to reduce their 
speed. ” 

He went on to say that 
he has witnessed many 
vehicles approaching the 
roundabout at speeds, he 
estimates, in excess of 
70mph. 

“At that sort of speed, 
the drivers have had 
difficulty controlling 
their vehicles when 
negotiating the 

roundabout.”

The police, however, say it would 
have a “negative impact” on the 
village.

What’s up? It’s a 
good month for getting 
out those ordinary 
binoculars with a full 
moon on the night of 
April 11 and Jupiter 
coming to opposition a 
few days earlier on 
April 7. Jupiter rises 
around sunset and at a 
distance of 666 million 
km or 37 light minutes, 
it will be at its nearest 
and brightest on April 8. 

Binoculars will 
clearly show the four 
Galiliean moons - Io, 
Europa, Ganymede and 
Callisto (named after 
the lovers of Zeus) - 
strung out along a line 
passing through the 
planet’s equator (one or 
more may be hidden 
behind Jupiter’s bulk, 
however, depending on 
when you look). These 
moons were first seen 
by Galileo Galilei in 
January 1610. 

On April 1, Mercury 
reaches nearly 20 
degrees east of the sun 
in the western evening 
sky. The view of this 
elusive planet should be 
pretty good from our 
northern latitude. 

Saturn grows 
gradually brighter 
through the month 
rising after midnight in 
Sagittarius. 

The moon is nearby 
on April 16 and 17. 
Look out for the Lyrid 
meteors on April 22, 23 
early in the night when 
the moon is out of the 


way.

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Porthcawl has RNLI’s 
busiest inshore crew

THE lifeboat 
stations at 
Porthcawl and 
Penarth have been 
singled out in the 
Welsh RNLI’s 
review of the year. 

Porthcawl proved to 
be the busiest in one key 
aspect, while Penarth 
rescued the most people. 

Porthcawl RNLI crew, 
who launched 80 times 
and rescued 45 people, 
were again Wales’ 
busiest inshore lifeboat 
station team in 2016 in 
terms of callouts. 

Penarth RNLI, which 
recently closed a 
successful £52,000 
fundraising appeal for a 
new D class lifeboat, 
rescued more people 
than any other station 
across Wales, at 109. 

Seven of those were 
classed as lives saved. 
Their number of 
launches also rose 
significantly to 74, 
compared with 46 in 
2015. 

The Mumbles RNLI, 
which has an all-weather 
and inshore lifeboat, had 
the highest number of 
launches for a second 
year in succession, 
although their total 
dropped from 98 to 83. 
They also rescued 95

people. 

The figures were 
revealed as the RNLI 
issued a safety warning 
ahead of the Easter 
holidays. The figures 
showed that more than 
1,350 people found 
themselves in danger on 
the coastline of south 
Wales last year. 

The charity’s 
lifeguards, working on 
22 beaches from 
Freshwater West to 
Whitmore Bay, Barry, 
responded to 868 
incidents and rescued or 
assisted 1,007 people. 

Matt Crofts, RNLI 
lifesaving manager, said: 
“Once again we are 
extremely grateful for 
the dedication shown by 
our lifesavers across 
Wales in 2016. 

“Our annual Respect 
The Water drowning 


prevention campaign 
will be launching for 
2017 soon and we urge 
people to give the water 
the heathy respect it 
deserves. 

“While we will 
always answer the call 
for help, everyone 
within the RNLI would 
like to see people 


to make safety a priority, 
whether that means 
wearing a lifejacket, 
checking their vessel 
before they go afloat, 


and Rhyl and Prestatyn 
beaches in Denbighshire. 

Paul Eastment, RNLI 
area lifesaving manager, 
said: ‘Wales’ beaches 


knowing they should call will begin to get busier 


999 and ask for the 
Coastguard in the event 
of an emergency,

Across the whole of 
Wales’ 30 RNLI stations, 
there was an increase of 
11 per cent on lifeboats 
launches last year, with 
crews going to sea on 
rescue callouts 1,175 
times. The number of 
people rescued was also 
up 13 per cent to 1,162. 
A total of 73 lives were 
saved. 

Matt Crofts added: 
‘We’re calling on 
anyone visiting the coast

HI TECH CAMERA 
SHOULD HELP 
PORTHCAWL RNLI 


PORTHCAWL 
RNLI have joined 
up with a Swansea 
company to make 
available a 24-hour 
webcam of sea 
conditions in the 
area. 

Using surveillance 
technology from 

Swansea-based PCI and 
Axis Communications, 
they hope to educate the 
public by making them 
aware of dangerous 
conditions. 

RNLI statistics for 
2015 show that 44.4 per 
cent of lifeboat launches 
in 2015 were due to 
persons in distress on 
surfboards, kayaks or 
similar. 

The camera points 
directly at one of 
Porthcawl’s highest risk 
areas - the pier. During 
storms and rough 
weather conditions, 
visitors are in danger of 
being swept out to sea. 

Ian Stroud, retired 
Deputy Launch 

Authority at Porthcawl 
RNLI, said: “One of the 
most significant tasks a 


lifeboat station must 
undertake is observing 
sea conditions to make 
judgements on the 
equipment lifeboat 
operators will need. 

“We wanted a view of 
the pier as it is such an 
important landmark. This 
is viewable by members 
of the public, who can 
alert the lifeboat station if 
they see someone in 
distress.” 

Graham Thomas, IT & 
Online Project Manager 
at PCI, states, “We 
installed a weather 
station and connected the 
installation to YouTube, 
allowing the public and 
lifeboat staff to view 
real-time images and 
accurate weather reports 
- including tide times. 

“The station will soon 


receive a superfast fibre 
connection, allowing for 
a further upgrade of the 
system to take full 
advantage of the 
camera’s HD 

capabilities. “We can 
then look at running an 
additional camera; one 
looking at the pier and 
another focussing on the 
coastal defence.” 

Porthcawl RNLI 
believe that the cameras 
will ‘pay for themselves’ 
if just a small number of 
unnecessary callouts are 
prevented, by people 
deciding not to venture 
out to sea after checking 
the video link.

an innovative approach 
to rehabilitation work 
with families. The 
Invisible Walls Wales 
programme has 

transformed the way 
family engagement takes 
place in the prison, with 
69 per cent of prisoners 
receiving regular family 
contact at Parc compared 
to 48 per cent across the 
rest of the prison estate. 

During the Second 
Reading of the Bill, Mrs 
Moon said: “Parc 

represents a global hub 
of excellence, especially 
given that we are 
expecting evidence to 
show that the reoffending 
rate among 80 high-risk 
families is to reduce to 
about 10 per cent.”

LOCAL patients 
are being asked to 
help save millions of 
pounds each year in 
wasted medicines 
that end up being 
destroyed, unused. 

An estimated £4 
million worth of 
prescription medicines 
are destroyed each year 
in Bridgend, and the rest 
of the ABMU area 
because they aren’t 
needed by patients. 

In many cases, these 
were drugs ordered on 
monthly repeat 

prescriptions, stockpiled 
unused in people’s 
homes, or returned to 
local pharmacies for 
disposal. 

Last year, ABMU 
spent £97.6 million on 


medicines prescribed by 
GPs and other 
community clinicians. 

Unfortunately, around 
£4 million of those drugs 
were wasted: £1.2 
million worth left unused 
in patients’ homes; £1.4 
million worth returned to 
community pharmacies - 
and there was about 
£650,000 worth of 
unused drugs in care 
homes. 

A spokesperson 
pointed out: “Unused 
medicines can’t be 
reused. They can’t go to 
another patient, or be 
sent to a poorer country. 

“Strict quality control 
rules around how they 
are stored and managed, 
mean the only option is 
to destroy them, if they 
aren’t needed after 
they’ve been dispensed.”

LOCAL residents in Rhoose are 
increasing the pressure for action 
to slow down speeding drivers in 
built-up residential areas in the 
village. 

Residents say some drivers blatantly 
ignore speed restrictions and cause 
major concerns. The principal areas 
affected are Fontygary Road, Fonmon 
Road, Readers Way, and most 
worryingly, Trem Echni, where there is 
a large and popular children’s play area 
and park. 

People in the area believe it is just a 
matter of time until there’s an incident. 

To raise awareness of the issue to 
drivers in the area, local resident and 
safety campaigner Graham Loveluck- 
Edwards teamed up with South Wales 
Police Community Liaison Officer, 
Alex MacKay, to spend half an hour 
outside the gates of the play area in 
Trem Echni with a state-of-the-art laser 
speed gun. 

In that half an hour, on a quiet 
Saturday afternoon, a total of 43 cars 
passed by. Eleven of them were 
speeding (25.6 per cent) and five of 
those were driving at speeds that 
would more than likely have resulted 
in prosecution. 

Mr Loveluck-Edwards told The 
GEM: “These speeding drivers need to 
wake up to the danger they are putting 


people’s live in. 

“If you want to experience the thrills 
of speed, book a track day in Llandow. 
Don’t do it on our streets. This 
exercise, though just a small sample of 
all the traffic that passes through 
Rhoose every day, really re-enforces 
the fears of so many people in the 
village. This is a real problem that 
requires action.” 

Alex MacCay of South Wales Police 
explained: “This is by no means a 
problem restricted to Rhoose. Cars are 
speeding in villages all over the Vale. 

“We all have busy lives, we all have 
a lot to cram into a day but there is no 
excuse for endangering lives.” 

Rhoose resident, Catherine Phillips, 
has started a petition on change.org to 
show how much popular support there 
is for traffic calming measures by the 
park in Trem Echni. 

The Vale Council recently installed 
a counter device by the park to run a 
more substantial study of the passing 
traffic and the results should be 
published at a future date. 

Mr Loveluck-Edwards and Alex 
MacCay also want to re-enforce the 
message that 20 mph should be what 
drivers adhere to near schools, play 
areas and places which pose a specific 
hazard.

NEW AUTISM PLAN FOR WALES IS 
WELCOMED - BUT RAISES QUESTIONS 


PLANS announced 
on March 27 by 
Rebecca Evans, 
Minister for Social 
Services and Public 
Health, for an 
additional £7 

million for the 
National Integrated 
Autism Service 
(NIAS) have been 
questioned by the 
Welsh Conser¬ 
vatives and a local 


branch of the 
National Autistic 
Society (NAS). 

The announcement, 
made at the start of 
National Autism Week, 
brings the total amount 
of funding allocated to 
supporting autism 
services in Wales to £13 
million up to 2021. 

A spokesperson for 
the Welsh Government 
(WG) claimed that 
Wales is the first part of 
the UK to create a

national service to 
provide lifetime support 
to children and adults 
with autism, and their 
families. 

The service, which 
will be introduced 
throughout Wales by 
2018, will provide new 
adult diagnostic 

services; support for 
families and carers; help 
with transition from 
child to adult provision; 
and training for those 
working with service 
users. 

The initiative was 
launched on March 27 
with a video showing 
support from sporting 
stars from Wales’ 
national football and 
rugby squads. 

People with autism 
will be able to choose 
whether they would like 
to make others aware of 
their autism by wearing 
a wristband or showing 
a card. 

Ms Evans said: 
“Wales has long been a 
leader in providing 
support for people with 
autism and their 
families, publishing our 
first action plan back in 
2008. The NIAS is 
another important step 
forward.” 

Mark Isherwood AM, 
the Welsh 

Conservatives’ ‘Autism 
Champion’, has long 
called for legislation to 
give more support to the 
estimated 34,000 people 
in Wales living with 
autism. 

Specific legislation 
exists in England and 


Northern Ireland, and 
the UK Government’s 
Act - which is targeted 
at adults with autism - 
has improved public 
services for thousands 
of autistic people in 
England since it was 
passed in 2009. 

In October 2016, the 
Labour-majority 
Assembly Government 
blocked plans for an 
Autism Bill for Wales. 

Mr Isherwood said: 
“The Welsh 

Government needs to 
provide assurances that 
unlike previous money, 
this funding for people 
with autism is ring- 
fenced and properly 
monitored. 

“At present, services 
lack consistency and 
many families feel that 
there is a lack of vital 
professional awareness 
of autism across Wales. 

“The autism 

community needs 
proper statutory identity, 
so that local authorities 
and health boards have 
very clear duties on the 
statute book. 

“We need legislation, 
so that Wales can lead 
the way in providing 
effective, consistent 
services for those 
affected by autism.” 

A spokesperson for 
the Bridgend and 
District branch of the 
NAS said: “We 

welcome any additional 
funding for autism 
services and provision, 
but I ask where this 
funding has come from? 

“Is it from the £200m 


fund announced from 
Westminster to fund 
social care in Wales? In 
that case, it should be 
used to fund social care, 
rather than delivering a 
plan that doesn’t seem 
to reach the end user? 

“There are needs, 
such as providing timely 
diagnosis and 1-1 care, 
which require 

immediate attention, yet 
seem to be swept under 
the carpet.” 

Rebecca Evans, 
Minister for Social 
Services and Public 
Health, responded to 
this, saying: 

“For the avoidance of 
doubt, the additional 
funding of £7 million I 
have announced for 
autism has been 
provided through the 
Integrated Care Fund. 

“This funding is 
separate to the extra £20 
million the Welsh 
Government has 

announced for social 
care, as a result of 
consequential funding 
received following the 
UK Government’s 
budget.” 

She added: “I am 
proud of Wales’ track 
record on autism 
services and I am taking 
action to continue the 
improvements we have 
seen in this area. 

“I am committed to 
ensuring people with 
autism, their families 
and carers, get the right 
support, at the right 
time, wherever they live 
in Wales.

Licence fight is a ‘chance 
to protect the community’ 


THE Vale Council 
Leader, Coun Neil 
Moore, has 
condemned Plaid 
Cymru and Friends 
of the Earth in 
strong terms for 
talking “nonsense” 
and 

‘ ‘scaremongering” 
over the new 
energy plant being 
constructed at 
Woodham Road in 
Barry 

He emphasised that 
the new plant is not ‘an 
incinerator’ - a term that 
has been used a great 
deal locally and in 
leaflets distributed in 
Barry. {Also see story 
‘Licence Fight’ right 
and letter below). 

Coun Moore said it 
appeared Plaid and 
Friends of the Earth 
appeared to be working 
hand in hand.

‘alternative facts’ seem 
to be spreading 
unabated. 

“There is no truth to 
the ‘fact’ that there will 
be smoke pluming from 
the energy recovery 
plant currently being 
built on Woodham Road 
in Barry Docks. 

“It is also pertinent to 
confirm that it is ‘not an 
incinerator’. It is a 
gasification plant and is 
an energy recovery 
facility. I have carried 
out research and that 
research indicates that it 
will not belch out smoke 
and fumes, carcinogenic 
or otherwise.” 

Coun Moore 
explained that 
‘gasification plants’ 
have been in existence 
for many years and 
operated in many 
countries without any 
issues. 

“The unfounded 


rumours are malicious 
and are deplorable. 
Those spreading them 
should be absolutely 
ashamed of themselves. 

“I also consider this 
to be a political stunt 
and people are 
ashamedly trying to 
pretend that some 
councillors on the Vale 
Council are to blame 
for voting for this so- 
called incinerator. It is 
also alleged that all 
Labour councillors 
voted for it and this is 
categorically incorrect.” 

Coun Moore said he 
wanted local people to 
be aware of how the 
plans were approved. 

“An application to 
install a wood-fuelled 
renewable energy plant 
in Barry was originally 
submitted to the council 
in September 2008. 

“This was refused by 
the council the 
following July before 
this decision was 
appealed to the Welsh 
Assembly. 

“The appeal was 
upheld, with substantial 
costs against the 
council, by the Planning 
Inspector following a 
three-day public enquiry 
in July 2010, subject to 
certain conditions being 
met. 

“This decision made 
it clear that the Planning 
Inspector, appointed by 
Welsh Government, 
believed the application 
should not have been 
refused as he could find 
no good reason for 
doing so. 

“Following this 
ruling, a second 
application for a wood- 
fired renewable energy 
plant was submitted in 
January 2015. 

“This application 
sought to amend the 
development previously 
approved on appeal. 

“The application was 
for a gasification with 
energy recovery waste 
facility, using only wood 
waste - and it is not an 
incinerator. 

“The Planning 
Committee fully 


considered all relevant 
material, including the 
previous appeal on the 
site, where it was 
determined that no 
‘Environmental Impact 
Assessment’ was 
required. 

“This was confirmed 
by Welsh Government in 
the case of the last 
application, who 
informed Friends of the 
Earth directly, and that 
the council was free to 
determine the 
application. 

“It should also be 
noted that there is no 
third-party right of 
appeal against the 
granting of planning 
permission. Given the 
previous planning 
history of the site and 
this development, it is 
clear that all matters 
were fully considered 
prior to the council 
determining the 
planning application.” 

The Vale Leader 
added: “I understand 
that the developer is 
seeking consent for the 
environmental permit 
from National Resources 
Wales (NRW), which is 
an entirely separate 
process and one that the 
council has no 
involvement in. 

“We are aware that 
NRW are carrying out a 
consultation process 
until May 8, so any 
concerns about this 
matter should be 
addressed to them 
before that deadline.’ 




THE ‘Docks 
Incinerator Action 
Group’ is 
continuing its 
campaign in Barry 
by leafleting 
thousands of houses 
in the town to 
encourage people to 
object to a licence 
being granted for a 
new energy plant at 
the docks. 

An extraordinary 
meeting of Barry Town 
Council took place on 
Thursday, March 23 and 
around 150 local 
residents attended with 
the licence issue centre 
stage, along with a 
proposal to get expert 
advice on the plant 
which could be 
presented to Natural 
Resources Wales 
(NRW). 

No fuel can be burned 
on the site until NRW 
decides in May whether 
or not to grant a licence. 

Plaid Cymru’s leader 
on the town council, 
Shirley Hodges, whose 

‘Gasification’ - 
an explanation 

GASIFICATION is a process that transforms a 
carbon-based material, such as municipal solid 
waste or biomass, into other forms of energy 
without actually burning it. 

Instead, gasification converts the solid and 
liquid waste materials into a gas through a 
chemical reaction. 

This reaction combines those carbon-based 
materials (known as feedstocks) with small 
amounts of air or oxygen (but not enough to burn 
the materials), breaking them down into simple 
molecules, primarily a mixture of carbon monoxide 
and hydrogen. 


party has opposed the 
incinerator, helped to 
secure £10,000 of 
funding for expert 
advice which will be 
submitted to NRW as 
evidence against 
granting the licence. 

She said: “The 
incinerator undermines 
the economic 
regeneration of Barry 
and is a massive health 
hazard. 

“This expert advice 
will be crucial in our 
attempt to stop this 
threat to our town. 
NRW’s consultation is 
open until May 8. It 
could be our last chance 
to protect our 
community.” 

REGENERATION 

Local resident Alexis 
Liasatos raised concerns 
about the potential fire 
hazard posed and the 
material to be burned on 
the site. 

Other residents were 
also concerned that the 
Barry regeneration 
programme’s plans for 
leisure, retail, commerce 
and a university campus 


would be undermined by 
the presence of the new 
plant. 

Coun Steffan Wiliam 
said: “We are facing the 
possibility that this stack 
will be allowed to belch 
filth into the skies above 
Barry because Labour 
and Conservative Vale 
councillors voted for it. 

“This scheme will 
increase air pollution in 
Barry. It also flies in the 
face of plans here for 
leisure, retail and a 
university campus. 

“By voting for this, 
Labour and the Tories 
have jeopardised Barry’s 
economy and our 
children’s health.” 

COMPLAINT 

Earlier this week, a 
complaint about the 
project was handed in to 
the Wales officer of the 
European Commission. 

The complaint over 
failure to follow 
environmental impact 
(EIA) law was 
submitted by Friends of 
the Earth (Barry & Vale) 
represented by Max 
Wallis, with the support

of Anna Beardsley on 
behalf of the Docks 
Incinerator Action 
Group and Jill Evans 
MEP. 

Mr Wallis said the 
basis of the complaint 
was two-fold: that the 
capacity of 200 tonnes 
of wood chip per day 
made it a ‘Schedule 1 
project’ when it had 
been classed as a 
smaller one - ‘Schedule 
2’; and that the Welsh 
Government had not 
independently assessed 
it for “possible 
environmental effects”. 

BEST ADVICE 

Coun John Thomas of 
the Vale Conservatives 
said the Conservative 
and Labour councillors 
had followed the ‘best 
possible advice at the 
time’ and he said Coun 
Wiliam was indulging in 
“blatant electioneering”. 

Coun Thomas 
explained: “The original 
application was turned 
down by the council 
planning committee but 
the appeal to Welsh 
Government was lost by 


the council. 

“The vote Coun 
Wiliam is referring to 
was when this came 
back to committee for 
some minor changes. 

“As the principle had 
been approved at appeal 
the planning advice to 
committee was that the 
application should be 
approved. 

“At that time Plaid 
councillors voted 
‘against’ which if they 
had been successful 
would have opened the 
council up to the 
possibility of huge costs. 

“Conservatives and 
Labour voted according 
to the best possible 
advice at the time and 
Coun Wiliam is guilty of 
blatant electioneering in 
a quasi-judicial matter 
where politics should 
rightly play no part.”

NO TO BARRY INCINERATOR 


M ANY people have 
asked me on the 
doorsteps if I am 
for or against the proposed 
Barry incinerator - and I 
would like to make it clear 
that I am vehemently 
opposed to it. 

I am opposed because 
incineration results in high levels 
of greenhouse gas emissions. For 
every tonne of waste burned, 
typically more than one tonne of 
C02 is released into the 
atmosphere and the alternatives to 
incineration are cheaper, more 


flexible, quicker to implement, 
and far better for the environment. 

As a resident of the town, I 
fully support the majority who are 
against the incinerator - as over¬ 
capacity in incineration 
undermines waste prevention, the 
re-use and recycling of 
materials - although I fully agree 
that we do need more job 
opportunities in the town. 

But we must remember, in 
addition to greenhouse gas 
emissions that exacerbate climate 
change, incinerators (including 
gasification and pyrolysis plants) 
emit many toxins and pollutants 
and give rise to public health 


concerns. 

Recycling is also harmed by 
incineration for various reasons, 
including the over-presence of 
incineration capacity. 

Also, the citizens of the town 
must bear in mind that those 
living near incinerators report 
having had to deal with problems 
such as noise, odour, traffic, 
visual intrusion, worsened air 
quality and light pollution. 

Therefore, we must do all we 
can to stop this incinerator from 
gaining an operating licence in 
our town.

have not been ruled 
out. 

Vaughan Gething, the 
Welsh Health Secretary, 
speaking on BBC Wales’ 
Good Morning Wales on 
March 27, would not be 
drawn on whether 
services would suffer 
because of the 
overspends within 
ABMU and Cardiff and 
the Vale, and the two 
other health boards in 
Wales. 

In total, overspends of 
some £150m have been 
forecast and Mr Gething 
said that the Welsh 
Government should not 


bail out the health 
boards, but was reported 
as saying he was 
“...pretty certain...” that 
services would not be 
cut. 

Mr Gething said: “I 
don’t think that any 
service is going to be cut 
simply because of 
finance but part of our 
challenge is we need to 
change the way we 
deliver services anyway. 

“That isn’t about 
necessarily money 
making all of our 
decisions for us. 

“It really is about how 
we provide a better 
service.” 

Speaking for the 
Welsh Conservatives, 
Angela Burns - Shadow 
Health Secretary - said 
that patients, and staff, 
could end up “paying the 
price” of a “culture of 
waste”. 

Mrs Burns said: 
“These soaring deficits 
show a health service 
teetering on the brink of a 
financial abyss. 

“Failures by the Welsh 
Labour Government to

initiate long-term 

planning measures for 
health boards and to 
break the culture of 
waste and inefficiency 
have all played their part 
in the mess our NHS now 
finds itself in.” 

The NHS in Wales has 
been the responsibility of 
the Assembly since its 
inception in 1999. 

“There is a real risk 
that health boards will,” 
said Mrs Burns, “soon be 
forced to cut vital 
services in order to make 
savings, and it’s patients 
and staff who will be left 
paying the price. 

“To avoid any further 
damage to services and 
public confidence in 
them, the Cabinet 
Secretary needs to 
instigate swift root-and- 
branch reforms of the 
health service focused on 
better planning, smarter 
spending and stronger 
public health 


messaging.” 

A spokesperson for 
ABMU said that an 
‘over-reliance’ on 
‘expensive’ locum and 
agency staff added to the 
financial problems. 

“There are many 
variables affecting the 
financial position in any 
given year. Despite 
receiving a material 
increase in funding over 
the last two years, our 
biggest challenges have 
come from delivering 
savings programmes and 
addressing the increased 
demand on our services - 
for example, in cancer 
treatments. 

In addition we have 
experienced increased 
costs in areas such as our 
nursing and medical 
workforce costs due to 
recruitment 
issues. Difficulties 
recruiting permanent 
staff means there is an 
over-reliance on agency 
and locum staff instead, 
which is expensive. 

The spokesperson 
added: “We are 

continuing to ‘drive 


forward’ waste-reduction 
campaigns to be as 
efficient as possible. 

“For example, cutting 
down the amount of 
medicine and energy 
waste. In addition, we are 
looking at reducing 
travel and administration 
costs by making better 
use of technology.” 

ABMU health board is 
one of the largest NHS 
organisations in the UK 
with an overall annual 
budget of £1.2 billion 
and an average running 
cost of £3m per day. 

A spokesperson for 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
said: “CVUHB is

A pril is a 

busy month 
for 

gardeners - there’s 
sowing and 
planting to be done 
- and it’s time to 
turn your attention 
to long lost friends 
such as your 
vegetable patch, 
writes SARAH 
MILNE. 

It’s a key month for 
planting vegetables and 
fruit in the garden, and 
from now on until late 
autumn you will be 
sowing, planting and 
harvesting. 

Finish off sowing 
seeds for early lettuces, 
summer carrots, dwarf 
peas, summer spinach 
and broad beans and 


start sowing beetroots, 
brassicas (broccoli, 
cauliflower, sprouts and 
cabbage), peas, turnips 
and swede. You can 
also plant the first early 
potatoes, weather 
dependent. 

For beginners, some 
of the easiest fruits to 
grow are berries. 
Strawberries and 
blueberries love 
containers or open 
ground and both will 
crop heavily once 
established. 

A simple garden 
solution for April is to 
create your very own 
veg patch. Mark out the 
area well, prepare the 
soil, dig in compost and 
then sow a variety of 
seeds that will provide 
you with veg all year 
round. 


It’s a common 
misconception that you 
need a lot of space to be 
able to grow 
vegetables - you can 
still achieve real success 
with container grown 
plants. Tomatoes will 
thrive in pots and grow- 
bags and can also be 
grown in the ground. 

Another plant that

S PACE has 
been the final 
frontier, a 
place where no-one 
can hear you 
scream, and a 
source of endless 
interest to 
filmmakers. The 
list of space-based 
films is far too long 
to even attempt to 
list, but the latest 
film to tackle the 
darkness is Life. 

It stars Jake 
Gyllenhaal, Ryan 
Reynolds and Rebecca 
Ferguson as half of a 
six-member crew of the 
International Space 
Station who come 
across the first evidence 
of extraterrestrial life on 
Mars. 

However, as the crew 
begins to research the 
single-cell organism 
they have discovered, 
the life form proves 
more intelligent than 
anyone ever expected 


and puts the crew in 
severe danger... 

The set-up for Life is 
as derivative as they 
come, a riff on Alien 
with a little more 
scientific smarts. 
However, with a cast 
comprising of the 
always-dependable Jake 
Gyllenhaal, the back to 
his best Ryan Reynolds 
and the impressive 
Rebecca Ferguson, a 
script by Rhett Reese 
and Paul Wernick, the 
twisted minds behind 
Zombieland and 
Deadpool, and solid 
genre director Daniel 
Espinosa, you would 
expect a twist, 
something that makes it 
stand on its own two 
feet rather than the 
shadow of its more 
illustrious predecessors. 

Ultimately, while Life 
fails to shake off the

It’s all too familiar, 
doesn’t subvert 
expectations nor offer 
anything new on the 
whole ‘space terror’ 
sub-genre.

After that it’s back to 
space, back to the 
claustrophobic 
atmosphere, and as 
Calvin develops, so 
does the tension - it’s 
not unsurprising that 
Calvin isn’t destined to 
spend the rest of the 
film relaxing in his petri 
dish, and once he gets 
out, it’s game on. 

If Daniel Espinosa 
has proved to be a solid 
genre director thus far, 
then he doesn’t spoil 
that reputation here. 
Other than that brief 
detour to earth, the film 
takes place solely on the 


space station which 
certainly bears 
comparison to that other 
film that saw the crew 
pursued by a creature 
with desires to off them 
quick smart, but in 
fairness to Espinosa, 
this film has as much 
Alien in its bloodstream 
as it does Gravity. 

Writers Rhett Reese 
and Paul Wernick have 
certainly done their 
homework on the genre, 
and while they do their 
best to try and grant the 
characters more depth 
than your average piece 
of alien fodder 
(Gyllenhaal’s character 
has been in space for 
470-odd days and hates 
the idea of going back 
to earth, the space 
station’s doctor, played 
by Ariyon Bakare, is 
wheelchair bound but 
savouring the ability to 
defy gravity), it all 
plays out a tad 
predictably. 

Characters are offed 
by the dangerous 
Calvin, and as he kills 
he appears to grow even 
more stronger and 
powerful, yet neither 
Reese and Wernick’s 
script, nor Espinosa’s 
direction tries to offer 
anything new nor take 
the genre tropes and 
twist them to offer 
something fresh.

members do attempt to 
science their way out of 
the situation they’re in, 
rather than use weapons 
which is a bit different, 
but there is a definite 
sense of ‘seen-it-all- 
before’ to the film. 

This applies to the 
performances as well, 
with the headline cast 
members playing to 
type. Gyllenhaal is 
noble yet troubled, his 
desire to stay in space 
hazardous to both his 
physical and mental 
health (something the 


film doesn’t explore 
other than in one 
dialogue exchange); 
Reynolds spends his 
time throwing out 
wisecracks like they’re 
going out of fashion; 
while Rebecca 
Ferguson’s icy cool 
persona (evidence in 
Mission: Impossible - 
Rogue Nation and The 
Girl on the Train ) gets 
another airing here. 

The other three cast 
members have a little 
bit more to offer - 
Bakare’s scientist 
showing too much 
attention and care to the 
welfare of Calvin 
(another undercooked 
plot point), Hiroyuki 
Sanada’s new father 
(always a red flag in 
films like this) and Olga 
Dihovichnaya’s Russian 
commander - but again 
these are archetypes of 
the genre rather than 
characters in their own 
right. 

Given that the set-up 
for Life screamed a film 
riffing on the likes of 
Alien, it’s unsurprising 
that the end product 
feels just like that, one 
that wears its influences 
broadly and 
unashamedly, and as 


such it makes for a solid 
schlocky genre film - 
but one that won’t 
linger with you after the 
credits have rolled. 

VERDICT: Familiar 
tropes means Life is 
solid but uninspiring, a 
B-movie that is given a 
sheen of class by its 
starry cast.

BUSINESSES 
across Wales are 
struggling to do the 
right thing with 
their waste, with 
almost half 
admitting to 
practices that mean 
they are not 
complying fully 
with the law. 

The Right Waste, 
Right Place campaign, 
led by the 

Environmental Services 
Association, has 
commissioned new 
research into how 
businesses dispose of 
waste, and it turns out 
that almost half of 
businesses surveyed 
don’t know where all of 
their waste goes, leaving 
themselves open to 
unlimited fines and 
prosecution. 

The same research 
showed that in 2014-15 
there were over 900 fly¬ 
tipping incidents in the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

The national survey 
by ‘right Waste, right 
Place’ - mainly focused 
on small and medium¬ 
sized businesses 
(SMEs). 

It found that in 
Wales, 43 per cent of 
businesses didn’t know 
where all their waste 
goes. Over a third also 
admitted to not being 
sure whether they 
completed or kept 
essential Waste Transfer 
Notes, a key 
requirement. 

A spokesperson for 
the campaign said: “By 
not complying, 
businesses risk waste 
falling into the hands of 
criminals, leading to 
environmental, health 
and safety risks through 
fly-tipping and illegal 
disposal. 

“ Putting the wrong 
waste in the wrong 
place can also cause 
problems with 
contamination of 
material destined for 
recycling, potentially 
costing businesses 
money.” 

In response, the ‘right 
Waste, right Place’ 
campaign is designed to 
help businesses 
understand what is 
expected of them. 
Centred on an 
interactive website 


( www.rightwasterightpla 
ce.com ) and run by the 
Environmental Services 
Association (ESA), the 
campaign is supported 
by Natural Resources 
Wales (NRW) and the 
Chartered Institution for 
Wastes Management 
(CIWM) and offers 
practical advice on how 
to manage waste safely 
and efficiently. 

Sam Corp, Head of 
Regulation at the ESA, 
commented: “These 
results back up what we 
suspected, that small 
businesses really want 
to do the right thing but 
many are ultimately not 
complying with the law. 

“Nearly half told us 
that they’re unsure 
where the waste goes 
when it leaves them. 
Dealing with your waste 
can fall down the list of 
priorities when busy, but 
business people in 
Wales need to realise 
that they are risking 
significant penalties if 
they do not comply. 

“Waste crime is not 
victimless. Dealing with 
the results is costing 
taxpayers millions of 
pounds each year and 
waste criminals can 
harm the environment 
and put local 
communities in danger.” 

Becky Favager, Waste 
& Resources Manager 
for NRW, said: “The 
‘right Waste, right 
Place’ campaign is here 
to help. 

“Small business 
owners are often 
stretched, multi-tasking 
and under pressure. Our 
campaign provides 
valuable and easy-to- 
understand materials 
that will help them put 
good practices in place 
that protect them from 
breaking the law.”

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HEROES ALL! Mayor’s citizenship awards 
are presented in Bridgend county borough 


O UTSTANDING volunteers, 
charity champions, an 
international mental health 
campaigner, and quick-thinking staff 
who helped to save the life of a Pyle 
schoolboy, were among the winners at 
this year’s Mayor’s Citizenship Awards, 
organised by Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC). 

The annual awards are held to say ‘thank you’ to 
the local heroes who achieved something special 
during the last 12 months, or who have regularly 
gone the extra mile over several years. 

Mair Ap Gruffydd - the Mair behind Mair’s 
Walk - was one of the winners picking up an award 
from the Mayor of Bridgend County Borough, Coun 
Reg Jenkins. 

Mair set up the charity walk in 2007 following 
cancer treatment, and during the following decade 
the annual event grew to have a huge following. 
Thousands of people took part and the events helped 
to raise an incredible £250,000 towards lung cancer 
research. The final Mair’s Walk was held in 2016. 

Another award recipient was Mark Williams 
from the Ogmore Valley who set up the charity 
‘Fathers Reaching Out’ in 2011 to offer support for 
dads who were experiencing mental health issues. 

After his wife suffered a traumatic birth, and 
consequently had post-natal depression, Mark also 
plunged into depression. He suffered in silence for 
six years until he had a breakdown. 

Mark has since raised awareness of the issue 
around the globe, self-funding his trips to talk about 
mental health in places as far afield as Australia and 
New Zealand. 

After receiving his Mayor’s Citizenship Award, 
Mark said: “It was great to be part of such an event 
and hear about so many inspirational people. This 
award has made me want to do even more work to 
help raise awareness of mental health issues.” 

Five staff from Pil Primary School - Paula 
Rowlands, Cheryl Jones, Karen Flower-Robbins, 
Sarah Wallace and headteacher Neil Pryce - were 
presented with their Mayor’s Citizenship Award 
after their swift actions helped to save the life of 10- 
year-old pupil Cameron Tune, who had suffered a 
cardiac arrest in the foyer of the school. 

In those vital early minutes, staff quickly 
administered first aid including CPR before Welsh 
Ambulance Service paramedics arrived on scene. 
After a spell in hospital, Cameron is now thankfully 
back at school. 

Pil Primary headteacher Neil Pryce said: “I can’t 
praise the staff enough for their response in dealing 
with very a serious and life threatening situation. I 
am immensely proud of their actions on the day.” 

The Mayor of Bridgend County Borough, Coun 
Reg Jenkins, who presented the awards, said: “Each 
year, the residents of Bridgend county borough are 
asked to nominate those unsung heroes who make a 
real difference in their communities. The awards 
give us a chance to say thanks and give them the 
appreciation that they deserve. 

“It was humbling to hear about their 
achievements. Congratulations to each and every 
winner.” 

In addition to Mair, Mark, and the staff from Pil 
Primary School, the other Mayor’s Citizenship 
Award winners were: 

Lyndon Borge: as the caretaker for Bryntirion 
Infants School, no job is too big or small for Lyndon 
and he regularly goes beyond the call of duty. He 
recently built a sensory wall for pupils with autism, 
runs a fruit and veg co-operative at the school, and 
coaches football in school and in the community. 

Alun Clemett: Alun has been involved in 
numerous community organisations in Coity over 
many years, including founding Coity Football Club 
and leading the annual fundraising event ‘Choirs in 
the Castle’, which has raised over £15,000 for local 
charities. 

Elaine Guscott: When a flood affected 50 Garth 
homes in November 2016, Elaine decided to do 
something practical to help the community. Within 
days she set up a flood relief centre in Garth 
Church, which remained in operation for weeks. 

Joanne Keen: An art teacher at Coleg 
Cymunedol Y Dderwen, Joanne has devoted a large 
portion of her life during the last three years to raise 
thousands of pounds for a former pupil, Geraint 
Richards, who was brain damaged after suffering a 
severe asthma attack in 2014. 

Stephen Lambert: As a founder member of the 
Bridgend Mini Basketball Association, and 
chairman for the last 20 years, Steve has given up 
his time to give local children the chance to play 
basketball and compete in tournaments across the 
country. 

Sean Molino: Provides free health and fitness 
sessions in schools and youth clubs across Wales to 
try and slow the ever-growing obesity levels and 
give children some easy to follow health tips. 

Dean Morgan: As the coach and general 


manager of Nantymoel Amateur Boxing Club, Dean 
has helped boxing to flourish in the Ogmore Valley. 

The club has produced Welsh champions and 
provided a space for people to train and develop 
skills such as discipline and team work. 

Andrew Reekie: Tragically, Mr Reekie passed 
away a week before the awards ceremony. 

His citation read as folows: Andrew organised 
the annual poppy appeal for the Bridgend branch of 
the Royal British Legion, creating a well-oiled 
machine that he built up over many years. 

In 2015, the branch raised a massive £57,000, an 
achievement made possible thanks to Andrew’s hard 
work and dedication. 

Susan Roberts: An exceptional individual who 
makes a big contribution to the communities of 
Comelly, Maudlam, Pyle and Kenfig Hill through 
her volunteering and charity fundraising which 
includes raising approximately £1,000 a year for 
Motor Neuron Disease charities. 

James Thomas: Maesteg’s very own Mr 
Motivator, James set up a running club 15 years ago 
which is still going strong, making an invaluable 
impact on the health and well-being of local people. 

Sarah Tilley: Passionate about the Ogmore 
Valley, Sarah has worked hard to reignite 
community spirit. She revived the annual carnival 
which hadn’t taken place for around 30 years, 
organised a duck race which sold out within a 
couple of weeks, and also set up a ladies’ choir. 

Tina Waters: Tina opened the Nantymoel Animal 
Welfare Society charity shop 25 years ago and has 
dedicated her life to helping stray cats and dogs and 
re-homing them. Even today she has cats in her 
home that she cares for, and she has helped the 
charity raise tens of thousands of pounds. 

Group winners 

Community Furniture Aid: This group of around 
15 volunteers make sure that the most vulnerable 
members of the community have furniture. 

Based in Pontycymer, the group source donated 
furniture and supply them to everyone from single 
people to families with children. 

Cornelly and District Luncheon Club: 
Volunteers, led by Denise Roberts, provide a two- 
course meal twice a week at the Comelly 
Community Centre for older members of the 
community. 

Paul Downes and Christian Evans: Two of the 

county borough’s most prolific charity champions, 
Paul and Christian have raised tens of thousands of 
pounds for numerous charities over the years, 
including Latch. 

Peter and Christine Faulkner: Known as 
‘Akela’ and ‘Bosun’ to generations of young people, 
Peter and Christine have decided to retire as leaders 
of the Bridgend (Cefn Glas) Cubs and Scouts after 
well over 30 years of dedicated service. 

Philip Loveday and Tom Weaver: Since 2013, 
veterans Tom and Philip have been carrying out 
random acts of kindness in Bridgend town centre, 
such as handing out 100 boxes of chocolates to 
passers-by. The random acts of kindness are then- 
way of reaching out to others to say thank you for 
the positives in their lives. 

Ann O’Keefe and friends: For over 15 years, 
Ann O’Keefe, Alison Jones, Judith Callaghan, 
Marilyn Beale, Arthur Beale and Dave Jones have 
been raising more than £10,000 annually for the 
Sandville Centre, a north Comelly charity which 
provides social and psychological care. 

John and Dianne Thomas: The duo’s long-term 
commitment to the Maesteg Hospital League of 
Friends ensures that one of the most well-loved 
institutions in Maesteg continues to get the 
community support it deserves.

LOCAL HISTORIAN 
LAURIE OWEN

(1869-1931) was 
born in Aberdare, 
to parents David 
and Gwenllian, 
and his father was 
a grocer in John 
Street - it was here 
he would gain his 
first insight into 
business as an 
assistant. 

This shop must have 
been successful, as it 


supported three 
daughters, two sons and 
a servant in 1881. Ten 
years later, younger 
brother William Levi 
was being privately 
educated at Monmouth 
School and in the 1901 
census was living and 
working in Holbom, 
London, with 40 or 50 
other young people as 
assistants in the drapery 
business of Wallis & 
Co. 

As events would 
unfold, it soon became 
obvious that young 


David was blessed with 
ambition and by 1892, 
this 23-year-old came 
bounding into Holton 
Road, filling his own 
shop with all manner of 
drapery, convinced that 
customers would be 
enthralled and 
supportive. 

The message at the 
bottom of his first 
advert announced that 
he had just returned 
from London with stock 
from the leading fashion 
houses. This truly was 
an entrepreneur to be 
reckoned with, and his 
extensive sequence of 
adverts in the local 
press would illustrate 
his dynamism. 

By 1898, the re¬ 
opening of his 
handsome new store at 
104/106 Holton Road, 
after extensive 
alterations by local 
builder Joshua Prout, 
merely confirmed what 
the Barry Dock News 
had long realised. 

An 1898 picture of 
the double-fronted store 
illustrates the scale of 
the enterprise, but it is 
not easy to see the 
detail. There are 
several ladies in their 
finery looking into the 
windows, with the first 
floor as showrooms and 
the second floor given 
over to the workrooms 
for alterations and 


bespoke costumes. 
Etched in the wall at the 
top it says ‘Holton 
Buildings 1891’ and the 
store can still be seen 
today (but nowadays as 
‘New Look’). 

By 1901, aged 32 
and still single, David 
was living and trading 
at the store with 12 
members of staff, both 
male and female. Most 
were draper’s assistants, 
one a milliner, another a 
dressmaker, a 
housekeeper and a 
domestic servant and 
one young assistant 
from Kidwelly, 
Catherine Mary 
Richards, would soon 
have her own store after 
marrying Dan Evans in 
1911. 

The advent of a new 
century was an 
opportunity to raise his 
profile even higher with 
the decision to hold a 
‘gigantic clearance 
sale’. The press ran 
with the story, 
describing him as 'the 
most daring and 
enterprising draper in 
this part of the country 


who has always 
supplied the latest 
goods at sensational 
prices and with the 
smallest margin of 
profit'. 

The article said that 
there were grave risks 
attached to this strategy 
but the ‘ man at the helm 
has a cool head, a 
steady hand and a 
strong nerve ’ and had 
won the confidence of 
the public. 

His philosophy had 
always been to never 
promise anything that 
you cannot deliver and 
customers soon learned 
that here was a man to 
be trusted. His 
extravagant adverts 
attracted attention, 
offered genuine 
bargains and were 
always truthful. 

In 1908 he expanded 
into the basement, 
selling linoleum and 
carpets and all laid free, 
which was possibly an 
innovation at that time. 

A story in the press

19th century Part II 


Madge Evans, formerly 
of the millinery 
department of DL 
Evans, who was 
opening her own 
business at 1 High 
Street in 1909 and 
would be pleased to 
serve her old and new 
customers. 

Selling millinery, 
blouses, gloves, corsets 
and hosiery, she would 
later move her shop to 
Holton Road and trade 
there as ‘Hatville’ for 
many years. 

As a result of his 20 
years of continual hard 
work and regular 
promotion of his 
business, David could 
now enjoy the trappings 
of his wealth and by 
1911 he was living at 
‘Brookland’, Romilly 
Park with his widowed 
mother Gwenllian, who 
had lost husband David 
in 1908. 

When their mother 
died in 1915, probate 
was granted to David 
and younger brother 
William Levi, but 
thereafter little has been 
found about him within 
the period of this short 
story. 

No record was found 
of him marrying but in 
1931, David Lewis 
Evans died at 55 
Penylan Road, Cardiff, 
with probate granted to 
the Public Trustee, 


suggesting that he had 
no close relatives; yet in 
1962 a William Levi 
Evans died in Cardiff. 

Why this dynamic 
entrepreneur seemed to 
fade away from the 
activity in Holton Road 
sadly remains a 
mystery, but his 
ambition, enterprise and 
courage should be 
applauded. 

With younger brother 
William Levi privately 
educated at the 
prestigious Monmouth 
School, was it a sense 
of perceived injustice

Mr Byrne continued: 
“I have grave concerns 
that it will only be a 
matter of time before a 
motorist, pedestrian or 
cyclist is killed by an 
out-of-control vehicle at 
this roundabout.” 

Mr Byrne has taken 
his concerns to 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) and his MP, 
Madeleine Moon, and 
his local community 
council. 

At the time of going 
to press, he has not 
received a response 
from BCBC, although 
Mrs Moon replied 
suggesting that Mr 
Byrne contact the 
Assembly Member for 


Bridgend, Carwyn 
Jones. 

Mrs Moon also said 
she had contacted Mr 
Byrne’s representative 
on the borough council, 
Coun Pam Davies. 

The MP wrote: “I am 
assured by her that she 
has already made a 
referral to Highways at 
BCBC, whom I 
understand will contact 
you directly to discuss 
your concerns.” 

Mr Byrne has also 
been in contact with his 
local councillor, Cheryl 
Green of Laleston 
Community Council. 

“She has agreed to 
meet me in the next 
week or so at the 
roundabout to see for 
herself iust what it’s 
like.”

The police objection - and letters 
received from some local residents - 
stressed that the centre was near local 
primary schools. 

NS A Afan’s application envisages a wide 
range of events being staged at the club, including 
social functions such as birthday parties, and 
sporting events such as boxing or wrestling. 

At a licensing committee meeting on Monday 
(March 27) a decision was deferred until a later 
date. 

The GEM asked NS A Afan Community Group 
to comment but, at the time of going to press, no 
response had been received. 


Of BCBC he said: 
“As a local authority it 
must have a direct 
responsibility to provide 
a duty of care and as 
such must take all 
reasonable steps to 
ensure the roads and 
pavements are safe for 
everyone to use. 

He went on to say 
that he thinks BCBC 
has “...fallen woefully 
short of its duty of care 
at this roundabout when 
so many road-traffic 
collisions have taking 
place here, endangering 
both road users and 
pedestrians.” 

Mr Byrne has made a 
number of suggestions 
to improve safety at the 
approaches to and on 
the roundabout. 

These include: 

A signed ‘reduced 
speed limit (40mph)’ for 
the roundabout 
rumble strips across the 
road to slow drivers on 
approach, improved 
signage, road markings 
and road lighting, and 
pavement safety 
barriers on all sides of 
the roundabout to 
protect pedestrians 
should an accident 
happen. 


The GEM put Mr 
Byrne’s concerns, and 
suggestions, to BCBC. 

A spokesman 
replied: “We recently 
commissioned an 
independent road safety 
report along this stretch 
of the A48, and are 
currently seeking 
funding that will enable 
us to undertake 
recommendations that 
are considered to be 
appropriate. 

“In the meantime, 
readers can be assured 
that the council is 
committed towards 
ensuring the road 
remains safe to use.” 

Mr Byrne said: “So 
often, when I am out 
walking my dog and 
passing the roundabout, 
I see fresh skid marks 
or evidence of a vehicle 
mounting the kerb. 

“I think to myself, 
‘Oh my God; not 
again’.”

DESPITE two promotions having 
already been confirmed, the final 
flurry of GoCrea8 League fixtures 
continued to hold the attention of 
Penarth Hockey Club as the 
second XI chased a result that 
would confirm their own ascension 
from De Cymru 1. 

PENARTH A 2, BRIDGEND A 0 
After trailing their final weekend 
opposition by six points midway through 
the season, Penarth’s second XI knew 
that they would need a strong second 
round of fixtures to have any chance of 
promotion from De Cymru 1 12 months 
on from the campaign that saw them win 
De Cymru 2 and reach the final of the 
Welsh Challenge competition. 

Fortunately, a much-improved record 
since the start of 2017 had seen the Bears 
lose just one game in ten, allowing them to 
claw back the points deficit and set up a 
final day high noon shootout with 
Bridgend. 

Having edged ahead of their rivals in the 
standings, Penarth knew that, if they could 
avoid defeat, they would retain second 
place in the division and join the club’s first 
and third XIs in achieving promotion in 
what has been another successful campaign 
for the rejuvenated Penarth set-up. 

With so much riding on the game for 
both sides, it was always going to be a fiery 
encounter and the tone was set from the off, 
with both teams guilty of early offences 
that raised tensions even further. 

It was Bridgend who started the better, 
however, capitalising on some early 
Penarth mistakes to create a series of half¬ 
chances, which were comfortably kept out 
by goalkeeper Simon Comfort, before the 
home side eventually found their footing.

Bridgend refused to go quietly in a feisty 
confrontation, and pushed hard for a way 
back into the match, but the openness of the 
game suited Penarth and they could have 
added a third goal, with both Sam Chick 
and Tom Parkinson going close in the latter 
stages.

Penarth’s senior team travelled to Yate 
for the final call of the 2016-17 league 
campaign but despite the game 


effectively being a dead rubber - with 
the Bears already promoted as 
champions and Yate doomed to 
relegation - the visitors were still keen to 
keep their winning streak intact and 
maintain good form heading into the 
semi-finals of the Welsh Trophy the 
following Saturday. 

From the first whistle, Penarth were 
clearly the class act, moving the ball about 
with ease and creating chances at will. 

It was only a matter of time before the 
visitors would convert one such chance, 
Dave Kidby finding space at the near post 
and sweeping home from a tight angle to 
open the scoring.

From the restart, Yate were visibly 
fatigued after a tough first half on the 
defence in pleasantly warm weather, and 
Penarth were quick to take advantage. 

Exploiting the spaces left by the home 
side, the Bears were able to move the ball 
from defence to attack with the minimal 
amount of passes and the goals soon 
followed. 

Baker netted his second, again sweeping 
home from a tight angle after turning the 
ball over from the restart to score the goal 
of the game. 

Shortly afterwards, a swift counter attack 
saw Andrew Willemite and Kidby link up 
well to leave the latter with another tap-in 
for the fourth. Baker then rounded out his 
hat-trick to move to the top of the 
goalscoring charts, before Laith El-Khatib 
pulled one back in his own bid for the 
trophy. 

With the goals flowing, defender Marcus 
Powell saw his chance to sneak forward 
unnoticed and pop up at the top of the 'D' to 
sweep home over the sprawling keeper to 
net his first goal of the season and ensure 
that, in another goal-laden season, every 
outfielder found the net with the exception 
of captain Tom Haran. 

The 7-1 margin of victory emphasised 
Penarth’s superiority not only in the game, 
but also across the season as a whole, as 
they crowned their second successive 
divisional title in fine style. 

SWANSEA CITY C 0, PENARTH B 2 
The thirds completed their season on the 
road in Swansea and, having beaten the 
local side three times already this season, 
were hopeful of a comfortable end to the 
league campaign. 

For the first 10 minutes or so, it looked 
like this was going to be the case but, as has 
happened in a number of fixtures this 
season, Penarth seemed to slow down in all 
aspects of the game, giving Swansea the 
possession and territory to create numerous 
chances and it was only bad finishing, bad 
luck and a couple of good saves from Jason 
Harris in the Penarth goal that allowed the 
visitors to keep a clean sheet. 

Having weathered the storm, Penarth 
were able to turn the tables and snatch the 
lead in the final minutes of the half, a well- 
worked penalty corner routine resulting in a 
shot being blocked on the line by a 
Swansea foot. 

The resultant penalty flick was ably 
despatched by Mark Harris, guesting as 
centre forward having kept goal for the 
majority of the season, to send the Bears 
into the interval with a slim advantage. 

The second half provided a much more 
clinical performance from the visitors, as 
Richard Skone and Richard Cousins caused 
Swansea all sorts of problems down the 
right. The increasingly tiring home side 
also left space in the middle of the field, 
allowing Dave Thomas’ midfield corps 
time to build territorial advantage and 
create the platform for many more Penarth 
attacks. 

After a series of penalty comers went 
unconverted, the Vale side eventually made 
their dominance tell, with another break 
down the right ending in a Dave Watkins 


shot that gave the Swansea keeper no 
chance. 

At the other end, the Penarth defence 
continued to clear up the sporadic Swansea 
breaks with ease, leaving the match to end 
with a 2-0 scoreline that left the Bears with 
a record of 11 wins, one draw and just four 
defeats that saw promotion to De Cymru 2 
confirmed with three weeks of the season 
remaining. 

PENARTH C 0, SWANSEA 
UNIVERSITY C 4 

Penarth C entertained runaway De 
Cymru 3 champions Swansea University 
in the final game of the season and found 
the opposition determined to go out on a 
high. 

The students started like the undoubted 
champions they are, and Penarth were left 
chasing shadows for much of the opening 
period, so it was little surprise when the 
visitors took a merited early lead at the 
culmination of an excellent passing 
movement. 

Rather than fold, the resilient ‘C-Siders’ 
forced themselves back into the game, with 
Phil Goode and the excellent Rhys Meddins 
featuring prominently. 

Despite forcing a number of chances, 
however, the Penarth attack were unable to 
beat the Swansea ‘keeper who was 
probably busier than he has been in any 
game this season. 

Penarth's pressure notwithstanding, it 
was the visitors who next found the net, 
doubling their lead shortly before the break, 
but the ‘C-Siders’ were buoyed by their 
first-half performance and forced the 
students to defend deeper and deeper from 
the start of the second period, with 
midfielders Tom Griffiths and Tyrone 
Moore at the heart of things. 

Again, Penarth forced numerous 
opportunities, but the excellent University 
’keeper was determined not to concede 
anything and produced a series of excellent 
saves to deny the home forwards. With the 
home side reduced to ten men by Moore’s 
enforced exit, the closing stages saw the 
students able to deliver the coup de gras 
when a fast breakaway left ‘keeper Luke 
Williams and the back-tracking Morgan 
Salisbury with little chance of preventing a 
third goal. 

Determined to salvage something to 
reward the quality of their play, and with 
the umpires having signalled two minutes 
remaining, the ten men threw everything 
forward, and it was something of an 
injustice that the students were able to give 
the scoreline a slightly more flattering look 
when they, once again, hit the valiant ‘C- 
Siders’ on the break. 

The 4-0 result, however, did little to 
reflect the game played by the Penarth side, 
with man-of-the-match honours again 
going to Meddins, who performance was 
closely matched by both Griffiths and 
Salisbury. 

The bigger result for the fourth XI, in 
their first season back in league 
competition, was coupling the brief of 
developing youngsters transitioning from 
youth to senior hockey whilst always being 
competitive in what was a fiercely- 
contested De Cymru 3 division. 

Supported by a cohort of senior figures, 
the number of quality young players now 
coming through the ranks holds huge 
promise for the future of the club. 

Although the GoCrea8 League season is 
now done and dusted, Penarth’s first XI still 
have games on the slate, with the 
Conference North winners continuing the 
defence of their Welsh Trophy title by 
taking on Bridgend in Saturday’s semi-final 
at the Welsh Institute of Sport at Sophia 
Gardens (4pm start). 

Penarth Hockey Club always welcomes 
new, old and returning players, umpires, 
supporters, friends and helpers regardless 
of age and ability. When the regular season 
resumes, training will take place on 
Wednesdays at Stan well School, with the 
juniors on the pitch between 6.15pm and

Late equaliser 
keeps Barry’s 
title hopes on 
track, with six 
games to go... 



BARRY Town 
United are gearing 
up for what could 
be a truly 
memorable month 
in their history, as 
their chase for a 
first Welsh League 
Division One 
championship since 
1994 enters its final 
furlong. 

Top of the table with 
51 points from their 24 
fixtures to date, Barry’s 
final six games will 
span the month of April, 
kicking off with a trip to 
in-form Ton Pentre this 
coming Saturday 
(2.30pm). 

The Bulldogs had 
been unbeaten in six 
before their defeat to 
Goytre United at the 
weekend and their 
previous meetings with 
the Town have often 
delivered in spades; few 
more so than a pulsating 
4-4 draw at Jenner Park 
in February 2016, where 
a last-gasp equaliser 
came to Barry’s rescue. 

Ironically, there 
would be another slice 
of late drama at the 
ground this past 
Saturday, as Gavin 
Chesterfield’s Town 
welcomed Nana Baah’s 
Caerau Ely in a hotly- 
anticipated league 
encounter. 

Watched by a crowd 
of 432, including a 
returning Terry ‘the 
Bugle’ Bullock, the 
Town commanded the 
first half at Jenner Park 
and would take the lead 
when man of the match 
TJ Nagi collected the 
ball on the cusp of the 
area, dropping a 
shoulder, cutting inside 
and firing a delicious 
effort into the top left 
corner. 

Continuing to play 
some enterprising 
football in the glorious 
March sunshine, Chris 
Hugh and James Dixon 
both enjoyed 
opportunities to double 
the Town’s advantage, 
while Nagi would 
demonstrate his worth at 
the other end, denying 
ex-teammate Curtis 
Hutson with a perfectly- 
pitched tackle. 

Nevertheless, fourth- 
placed Caerau have 


enjoyed a strong 
campaign of their own 
to date and the visitors 
hit back moments 
before half-time through 
Chris Quick, ensuring 
the neighbouring sides, 
who had drawn their 
previous encounter 1-1 
at Cwrt-yr-Ala in 
November, headed in on 
level terms. 

The second half saw 
the Cardiff outfit up the 
ante and their efforts 
were eventually 
rewarded when 
substitute Harry Short 
smashed home a 
wonderful long-range 
effort to attain them a 2- 
1 lead. 

It was the first time 
Town goalkeeper Mike 
Lewis had been beaten 
in more than 400 
minutes of play, though 
no-one could deny the 
quality of the hit that 
had finally broken his 
resistance. 

With news having 
filtered through that 
title-chasing Goytre 
were winning heavily 
against fellow 
contenders 

Haverfordwest County, 
Town’s attempts to 
mount a comeback were 
limited, with Caerau 
shrugging off an 
indifferent first-half 
performance to look 
most likely to win it. 

However, with mere 
moments of this 
entertaining contest 
remaining, Barry 
reached deep into their 
bag of tricks to salvage 
what might prove to be 
an invaluable point, at a 
crucial stage in their 
season. 

First, inspired 


attacker Nagi would 
drag the ball past one 
Caerau defender, before 
pulling inside to beat 
another and creating just 
enough time and space 
to set up Drew Fahiya 
in the danger zone. 

Substitute Fahiya 
then would take a key 
touch, before firing into 
the bottom corner; 
equalising from the 
edge of the six-yard box 
to kick-start wild 
celebrations, in the 
stands and on the 
touchline. 

The last-minute 
leveller ensured that the 
Town completed March 
without a defeat, 
collecting four wins and 
a draw from their five 
outings, with an eight- 
goal improvement on 
their goal difference. 

With Haverfordwest 
crumbling at Goytre, the 
Gwent side’s victory cut 
Barry’s lead at the top 
of Division One to five 
points, albeit with seven 
now separating the 
Town and third-placed 
County. 

This Saturday’s 
programme sees 
Haverfordwest tackle 
relegation-fighting Port 
Talbot Town, while 
Goytre head west to 
Port Talbot themselves 
for a Welsh League 
clash with seventh- 
placed Afan Lido.

THERE were plenty of thrills, 
close finishes and controversy 
at the well attended 
Glamorgan Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases at 
Ystradowen in the Vale last 
Saturday. 

In the opening ‘Glamorgan Hunt 
Members, Subscribers and Farmers 
Race’, last year's winner 
ItchyMel'mScratch (Tom David) 
failed by a neck to beat Miss Claire 
Sherriff's Fraction Man who had been 
backed from 5-1 to 7-4 favourite. 

However,the unlucky horse of the 
race was probably King Massini who 
was putting in a renewed challenge 
when unshipping Isabel Williams at 
the penultimate fence. 

Fraction Man, a seven-year-old 
chestnut gelding, is trained by Gibbs’ 
father David who said: “He is a very 
naughty horse at home and only 
Bradley dare ride him.” 

The Seven-Year-Old And Over 
Open Maiden Race was divided on 
the day and after the first division the 
best turned out Padre Tito's rider 
Bobby Thomas rode into the place 
reserved for the winner and many 
racegoers thought that 22-year-old 
Bobby had chalked-up his first win. 

However, the judge had ruled that 
Edward Lean's well backed eight- 
year-old Essteepee had prevailed by a 
head. 

Essteepee's rider Charlie Price, who 
rides out for Tim Vaughan, and who 
has made a name for himself in the 
world of Arabian horse racing, was 
not too sure that he had won either! 
“He kept trying to run out,” said the 
promising 19-year-old who was 
chalking-up his first win between-the- 
flags. 

Ben Jones took the second division 
on the always prominent eight-year- 
old chesnut gelding Mount Prospex 
which won by two lengths from 
Classic Hit ( Richard Patrick). The 
winner is owned by Karen Williams 
and Eddie McGuiness of 
Abergavenny. 

Carl Price's 11-year-old bay gelding 
Romeo Is Bleeding won the 
Glamorgan Hunt Club Members 
Conditions Race after Mary and Bill 
Evan's Superman De La Rue (James 
Bowen) had fallen at the last. “I think 
I had him beat,” said Romeo Is 
Bleeding's rider Conor Orr, aged 21, 
who works full time for Llancarfan 
National Hunt trainer Evan Williams. 

The 4-6 favourite for the race, 
Colorado Doc, who had wandered off 
before the start was ruled to have not 
come under orders yet some racegoers 
were adamant that it had. 

However, one person down at the 
start told me: “Colorado Doc did not 
come under orders as he was no way 
near the start when the starter raised 
the flag.” 

The Timico Mixed Open Race saw 
another close and controversial finish 
with Ken Price's eight-year-old bay 
gelding War Path winning by a head 
from Roger Willcox's versatile 
PatrickTom Born (Ben Jones) with the 
favourite Frelia (Bradley Gibbs) a 
further eight lengths away in third 
place. 

The connections of PatrickTom 
Born thinking their horse had won 
posed for a 'winners photograph' but 
this was before it had been announced 
that War Path was the one that had 
caught the judge's eye. 

A delighted Lorna Brooke, who 
was having her first ride over the 
course, said: “I had him switched off 
throughout most of the race and he 
did it well.” 

Lorna, aged 33, who has ridden 11 
winners under rules and around 30 
point-to-point winners, was full of 
praise for the ‘beautiful Ystradowen 
racecourse’. 

Nine of the 14 entries went to post 
for the Restricted Race and local rider 
Byron Moorcroft notched-up his 10th 
winner of the season on Keiron Price's 
seven-year-old brown gelding Ramble 
On. 

Handily placed throughout they 
finished five lengths ahead of Clive 
Ban well's Yeats Ace partnered by 
Bradley Gibbs.

Mr Price said that he will be 
looking for a right handed track for 
the horse's next appearance. 

There was an exciting finish to the 
closing Four, Five And Six Year Olds 
Open Maiden Race over two-and-a- 
half miles in which the six-year-old 
Ann Scott, under west Wales’ Jodie 
Hughes, came from nowhere in the 
closing stages to score by half-a- 
length from the pacemaking January 
Don ridden by Richard Patrick. 

A further half-a-length away in 
third place was Milathlete (Wayne 
Maskill). Ann Scott is trained by hunt¬ 
racing stalwart Simon Jones who runs 
a pet cemetery near Bridgend. 

Jodie said: “I must have been about 
in fourth place jumping the last but 
she certainly ran on from then.” 

The Glamorgan Hunt held their 
first point-to-point on March 19, 

1890. There were two races one for 
maiden hunters, the property of 
subscribers to the Glamorgan and 
Lord Tredegar Hounds. 

The first was for horses not 
exceeding 15.2hh the minimum 
weight being list, 71b; in the second 
race the riders weighed out at 13st. 

The races were held on a 
Wednesday afternoon, and the riders 
weighed out in the outbuildings of Mr 
Ralph Thurston Bassett's farm at 
Crossways near Cowbridge. 

Mr Bassett, who held the 
mastership of the Glamorgan Hounds, 
was a popular sportsman and was 
solely responsible for the existence of 
the Cowbridge Hunt Races that used 
to be held at Penllyn Castle. 

The course for the point-to-point 
races is said to have commenced at a 
point between Llandow and 
Stembridge. Crossing the Clemenston 
Brook, it took a direction northward 
and turning right, and leaving Hilton 
Farm on the left, it was almost 
straight in line over the Pinklands, 
finishing at the Corrwgs. 

The course which was mostly 
grass, was a stiff one and the distance 
about four miles. Victory in the first 
race went to Herbert Sarsfield 
Watson's Snitton who a month later 
landed a selling hunters' steeplechase 
at Cowbridge Races. 

There were 12 starters for the 
second race (there had been 14 in the 
first) which was won by Captain 

Morgan Lindsay's Brunette. Mr 
Herbert Sarsfield Watson, the son of 
Mr Jonas Watson, a well-known 
Cardiff businessman ,was a popular 
rider at local meetings and on several 
occasions won the Glamorgan Hunt 
Cup at Cowbridge Steeplechases. 

The South Wales Daily News 
reporter did not seem entirely satisfied 
with the conditions of entry for these 
races. 

He wrote: “When the conditions of 
entry were framed, the limiting of the 
animals' height to 15.2 was done in 
order to give the smaller animals, of 
which there are so many in the hunt, a 
reasonable expectation of carrying off 
the trophy, but the intention failed, 
because weight was not allowed for 
inches, as it should have been.” 

He went on to say: “The framing of 
these conditions did not allow a bona 
fide farmer to enter his horse in either 
races. Such a small courtesy would 
cost nothing,and would cement many 
a friendship.” 

Captain Morgan Lindsay, later as 
Colonel Lindsay, trained many 
winners from his mountainside 
training establishment at Ystrad 
Mynach and among those who rode 
for him were Fulke Walwyn, Evan 
Williams and Sir Harry Llewellyn. 

TIM'S LINGFIELD WINNER 
Aberthin's Tim Vaughan is known 
for saddling winners over the jumps 
but last Saturday his three-year-old 
TermsNConditions, ridden by K. 
O'Neill, won the Betway Sprint 
Handicap over six furlongs at 
Lingfield Park, beating the only 
other three-year-old in the race, Sir 
Harry Collins, by the shortest 
distance possible- a nose. 

The third horse Major Muscari, ridden 
by Josephine Gordon,was only a neck 
away. TermsNConditions was returned 
at odds of 4-1.

Serbia to 


Irish stalemate, a 
Wales must beat 
keep dream alive

FOUR matches into 
World Cup 
qualifying group D 
and for Wales, the 
group looked a little 
trickier than 
perhaps they and 
their supporters 
were hoping for. 

Having breezed into 
the group with 4-0 home 
win over Moldova, and 
then earned a battling 
and precious point away 
in Austria, Chris 
Coleman's men no doubt 
looked at the next two 
fixtures, at home against 
Georgia and Serbia, 
quietly confident of 
taking two wins which 
would have put them on 
10 points and in a pretty 
good position. 

As it is, the two 
games saw Wales draw, 
the two points taking 
them onto six points 
with last Friday's 
opponents Republic of 
Ireland sitting top of the 
table on 10 points, and 
Serbia second with nine 
points. 

This made the 
evening game at the 
Aviva Stadium in Dublin 
all that more important 
for Wales, knowing that 
win and the race to 
Russia would be back 
on, draw and there 
would still be hope, but 
that defeat (and a win 
for Serbia away in 
Georgia) could mark the 
death knell in a group 
where runners-up 


position means a 
potential play-off to 
qualify for the World 
Cup. 

The importance of the 
fixture was massive, but 
that was before the FAI 
decided to play 
mischievous games with 
their Welsh counterparts 
- reducing the away 
ticket allocation to just 
over 6,000 (in a stadium 
that fills over 54,000) 
and banning Wales' 
supporters' band, The 
Barry Homs, from 
bringing their 
instruments into the 
stadium. 

Coupled with Irish 
forward Jonathan 
Walters' rather 
dismissive reaction to 
the recent documentary 
Don't Take Me Home, 
which charted Welsh 
football's steady rise up 
the world rankings and 
their Euro 2016 semi¬ 
final spot (“I haven't 
seen it and I won't be 
watching it either. It 
doesn't interest me one 
bit”), and all of a sudden 
there was a little more 
niggle to the game. 

With Wales having 
last beaten the Republic 
way back in 1992 (via a 
goal scored by Mark 
Pembridge), and the 
Irish having lost several 
players through injury 
during the week, there 
was pressure on both 
sides as the teams kicked 


off, especially as earlier 
in the evening Serbia 
had come from behind to 
win in Georgia, putting 
them a point clear of 
Martin O'Neill's team, 
and five clear of Chris 
Coleman's men. 

The ensuing 90 
minutes of football 
proved to be a dour 
affair, with the Republic 
seemingly happy to play 
on the counter-attack 
and not force the issue 
too much, with Wales 
taking the front foot but 
all too often (as has been 
the case this qualifying 
campaign) lacking the 
incisiveness and cutting 
edge to fashion many 
clear-cut chances. 

The final score of 0-0 
was a result that suited 
the hosts, drawing them 
level with Serbia on 
points but falling second 
on goal difference, while 
the visitors are now four 
points adrift of the top 
two at the halfway stage 
of the qualifiers. 

Up next for Wales is 
probably their biggest 
test yet - and arguably 
the one that will have 
the most impact upon 
their dreams of reaching 
the World Cup finals for 
the first time in 60 years. 

Facing Serbia away in 
June would be tricky 
enough, but its a test that 
becomes that bit trickier 
with Gareth Bale 
suspended after an 


arguably soft booking 
for a challenge on John 
O'Shea that was less a 
tackle and more an 
attempt to connect with 
the ball from a cross, 
and Neil Taylor also 
missing having picked 
up a red card. 

The Aston Villa 
defender's challenge on 
Seamus Coleman was 
lacking in both timing 
and malice, yet his lunge 
which left the Irish 
defender in severe agony 
and resulted in fractures 
of his tibia and fibula 
was only ever going to 
receive one punishment, 
and Taylor will now 
miss the Serbia game at 
least. 

So at the halfway 
stage, it's time for Wales, 
and Chris Coleman, to 
take stock and see where 
the second half of the 
campaign goes from 
here. To say Wales are 
out of the race for 
Russia isn't true yet, but 
turning this run of draws 
into one of victories is 
imperative, beginning 
with that Serbia fixture. 

A win there (coupled 
with a Republic of 
Ireland draw or defeat 
against Austria) would 
throw the group wide 
open, with the Republic 
and Serbia on 11 points 
and Wales and Austria 
on 10 points, leaving 
Wales with a home game 
against Austria, then two 


away games against 
Moldova and Georgia, 
before a final game clash 
with Ireland on October 
9. 

Wales will need to 
take at least 12 points 
from their final five 
games to be in the hunt 
for qualification, and 
ideally six of those 
points will need to come 
from the games against 
Serbia and Ireland to 
stop their momentum 
and peg back the points 
difference. 

But despite this 
forward armchair 
planning, what Wales 
must do is take each 
game as it comes and 
judge where they are 
afterwards. This group is 
only going to get tighter 
and there are likely more 
twists and turns before 
we reach the end of it - 
Wales need to try and 
ensure these twists don't 
set them back any more. 

Quite what Coleman 
will do in Serbia remains 
to be seen, and it's far 
too early to consider 
picking a team when you 
have three more months 
of football and the 
vagaries of form and 
fitness; however a Bale¬ 
less team will have 
much to prove, both to 
themselves and the 
detractors who claim 
that without Bale Wales 
are not a threat, 
something the likes of 
Aaron Ramsey and Joe 
Allen in particular will 
be keen to disprove. 



Whoever lines up in 
the red shirts will face a 
similar situation to that 
of this game - playing 
away to a team who will 
be quite content to soak 
up the pressure and 
avoid defeat, a tactic that 
many teams have used 
against Wales since their 
successes in 
qualification and at the 
European 
Championships 
themselves. 

What Wales will need 
to do by then is find a 
game plan that forces 
them onto the front foot 
and into the driver's seat; 
minus Bale the cutting 
edge needs to be found, 
but in a way this could 
be to Wales' advantage - 
after all, teams are used 
to facing Bale and 


nullifying the areas 
where he can have the 
most impact. Without 
him there may be 
uncertainty in the 
Serbian mindset which, 
if Ramsey and Allen are 
on song, could be 
exploited. 

At the halfway stage 
there is still all to play 
for in this qualifying 
group, but failure to beat 
Serbia could be the end 


of Wales' World Cup 
hopes for another four 
years. 

However, to 
paraphrase Chris 
Coleman in the 
aftermath of that 
inspirational win against 
Belgium last summer, 
Wales should not be 
‘afraid to fail’ in Serbia 
- it may just be the start 
of another famous Welsh 
footballing story. 
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
